Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The indepenent claims 14 and 18 were discussed, in which the 
measurement chamber is interpreted as shown in Figures 2 and 1 1 . Attorney does not agree. The peameable 
membrane is interposed between electrodes 2 and 24 as recited in Column 6, Lines 51-56. Claim 13 would be 
allowable if the conductivity is specified as "thermal conductivity". Claims 9 and 10 would be allowabel if the gas 
sensor is specified as "semiconductor gas sensor". Kumagai reference discloses the methanol/water mixture 
peameates throught the membrane 3 such that the fuel concentration would vary in the interspace between the 
diaphragm (membrane) and the electrode (24). 
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
